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Durham. Elvet Bridge. The older portion of 
this ancient city is built on the abrupt side of a 
hill. This hill is a peninsula, surrounded on three 
sides by the River Wear. On the fourth side it was 
formerly isolated by a moat, which extended from 
Framwellgate to Elvet Bridge. This bridge, built by 
Bishop Pudsey at the end of the twelfth century, 
had on it two chapels, now vanished; it affords 
fine views of the Castle and Cathedral. 
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
